W ashington, Fob. 4.—The secretary 
of war has telegraphed instructions to 
General Merrian, commanding the de­ 
partm ent of the Colombia to organize 
and semi an exploring expedition over 
the Copper river route in Alaska for the 
purpose of ascertaining whether a prac­ 
ticable summer or winter route, wholly 
w ithin the territ >ry of the United 
Statal for mail aud supplies, or for mail 
alone, can be found to the mining reg­ 
ions on the Yukon between Forty Mile 
creek and Circle City. 
The organiza­ 
tion of the party and the selection of 
officers to command it have been left to 
the judgment of General Merriam. 
In case a practicable ronj^ can be 
found, instructions were given to so 
mark it that it could be followed here­ 
after. 
The party is to take, so far as 
practicable, such supplies as may bo 
found to be pract ieable to relieve,any 
persons in distress that may be encoun­ 
tered. 
The natives of the Copper river 
valley have been reported as aggressive, 
and the officers in charge will be ex­ 
pected to use their efforts to conciliate 
them. 
The party will be instructed to 
proceed a* far as practicable toward Cir­ 
cle City and, if deemed advisable, to 
communicate with the relief expedition 
taking supplies to the Yukon, aud the 
two oarties will co-operate in the work 
of exploration. 
The expedition, proba­ 
bly, will make an entrance by Port 
Valdes, <mi Prince William souud, un­ 
less it be found that some other point is 
more advisable.

W il k ESBARRE, Pa.. Feb. 4.—Taking 
of testimony in the trial of Sheriff Mar­ 
tin aud his deputies begau yesterday in 
the Luzerne county court 
Andrew Siver was the first witness 
called. 
Ho proved tho death of Mike 
Cezeluk, saying that he saw him lying 
dead on the road at Lattimer with a 
ballet in his head. 
Witness saw the 
sheriff draw his revolver aud heard it 
snap, aud then the shooting commenced. 
The second witness was John Mahala, 
at the time of the strike president of the 
Harwood local nuion of the United 
Mine Workers of America, 
He told of 
the meeting where it was agreed to 
march to Lattimer, his counsels of 
peace, aud the start the next day, all 
the mon being unarmed. 
At West 
Hazelton they were stopped by the sher­ 
iff, who ordered them to disp ursa 
Ma­ 
hala protested that they were breaking 
no law, whereupon one of the deputies 
gripped the American flag he bore a:.d 
tore it in halves. 
The sheriff pointed 
; his revolver aud threatened to shoot. 
“ Then Burgess Jones, of West Hazel­ 
ton, remonstrated with the sheriff, Say­ 
ing that he could keep the peace w ith­ 
out using any weapons; that he had 
confidence in as, aud would let us 
march through tho streets of his bor­ 
ough as much as we liked. 
Tho sheriff 
and his deputies then boarded the ears 
and we marched on toward Lattim er.” 
Rev. Father Richard Anat, pastor of 
the St. Stanislaus Polish church, of 
Hazelton, chairman of the prosecuting 
committee, was called to [Move that 
? many of the strikers were shot in the 
bock. 
Rev. Carl Hauser, pastor of the Lu- 
j therau church at Freeland, said that he 
; had examined several aud found all of 
j them were shot in the side or back. 
Charles Guseott, principal of the Lat­ 
timer echoed, a building about 600 yards 
from the scene of the shooting, said he 
was teaching school when he heard an 
1 unusual noise and goiug to the window 
he saw the deputies alight from a car, 
line up to the side of the road aud form 
with rifles ready. 
The strikers were 
some 200 car 300 yards away. 
They 
were marching five or six abreast, 
and were quiet and orderly. 
As they drew near the sheriff advaucd 
to meet them. 
He did not hear the 
sheriff say anything, nor did he see 
him read any paper* 
One of the depu­ 
ties stepped oat of the line aud ad­ 
vanced, whereupon one shouted: “ lf 
you do not come back we will shoot you 
too.” 
The fellow jumped back into the line 
and almost immediately after the w it­ 
ness heard a shot. 
It came from the 
left of the line of deputies. 
Then two 
more shots were fired, and then came 
the volley. 
As soon as the volley was 
tired the strikers ran in all directions. 
Between the road and the schoolhouse 
lo men fell, struck down by shots fired 
after the volley. He saw one man shot 
and killed while running at fall speed 
at a distance of IOO yards, from the road. 
The shooting continued for soma two or 
three minutes. 
The witness did not see 
any of the deputies leave the line and 
run after the strikers to shoot them.

spoonfuls of grated bread crumbs. Sea­ 
son the fish with half the salt and pop­ 
per. Put a generous half of the butter 
in a small saucepan on tho fire. When it 
U bot, add the flour and stir till the mix­ 
ture is smooth and frothy. Boil up once 
aud stir in the rest of the seasoning. 
Put a layer of the sauce in a small bak­ 
ing dish, alternating w ith the fish, hav­ 
ing sauce on top. 
Sprinkle over with 
the bread crumbs and dot w ith the test 
of the butter. Bake in a moderately hoi 
oven 30 minutes. Tho caution was added 
that any dish made w ith sauce and 
crumbs needs that the beat should ba 
moderate at the bottom and strong at 
the top. The difference between dried 
bread crumbs and stale bread grated was 
also accentuated.

THE APES MITIX]KU. 


ON A VO YAGE FROM AFRICA THEY 


CAPTURED T H E S H .P. 


Drove A ll th e Crew Exem pting th r Cap­ 
tain In to th e B igging—^Thr Exception 
W as F a ta l to T heir Flans, lf They Ila.! 
Any—A C arful Hunch o f Banana*. 


“ I havo had some strange crows iii 
my experience,’’ said old Captain Ben 
son, “ but the funniest kind of u ship's 
company that I ever sailed with was 
one of big African apes, and it happen­ 
ed in this way: 
“ It was during that period of the 
lifetime of the great showman P. I 
Baruam, when he had his museum on 
lower Broadway in New York city, 
that my vessel was chartered by him to 
go out to Africa and to bring back a 
cargo of wild animals that his agt lits 
in that country had collected. 
We had 
three big aud two baby elephants in tin* 
hold, also a rhinoceros aud a giraffe, 
while in wooden houses on deck we car­ 
ried several zebras, a number of ante­ 
lope aud deer, also ten huge apes as 
large as men and looking in the face 
exactly like the cartoons of the Emer­ 
ald Isle natives fouud in the humoron i 
papers. 
Tim apes were very intelligent 
and were capable of being taught many 
amusing tricks. 
“ On our voyage home I had occasion 
a number of times to advise the officers 
and men against teasing these creatures, 
telling them that they were known to 
possess a good memory and were re­ 
vengeful and would surely make it a 
point to get even with their tormentors 
at the first opportunity, but as tim 
heavy wooden bars divided them from 
the hairy fat* s that scowled at their 
funmaking they felt safe enough to 
give no heed to my warnings. 
Tho 
mates and sailors took good care, how­ 
ever, to pass at a safe distance from tho 
cage in goiiq; about their work, for on 
two or three occasions the alert occu­ 
pants had lxecu known to suddenly 
thrust forth a long muscular arm and 
grip the unwary seaman in such a sav­ 
age way as to elicit a howl of pain cm 
Jack's part. 
I could go among them 
without the slightest fear and several 
times entered their cage for tho purpose 
caring for a sickly little baby ape 
that had been born just after leaving 
Africa, a*'d for which tho ocean voyage 
subsequently proved too heroic, as it 
died before we reached New York. 
“ One morning the crew were all 
aloft on the yards furling sail, for it 
was blowing strong and the ship had 
teen obliged to reduce her spread oi 
canvas. I had taken the wheel, and tho 
two mates were going from mast to 
mast helping the work along by haul­ 
ing upon the gear as it was required 
The apes had been fed a short time be­ 
fore, and it must have been that I had 
carelessly fastened the Lur that secured 
the cage door, for while I was looking 
aloft I beam a startled yell from my 
two officers, aud the next moment they 
were climbing up the rigging tike mon 
keys themselves, while the crowd cf 
apes came leaping aft in pursuit of 
them. 
“ Then tho fuuniot sceue that I ever 
witnessed was presented, h is of tbt 
ipt> took stations at the foot of the 
shrouds, so that each mast was guaidi 
ai beth sides, and tho other four mount 
I tho shr. mis with all the agility of 
sailors and sought to reach the men 
he apes followed the men as they 
mounted higher and higher to escape; 
then, when *hc latter could climb n. 
farther, they would grasp a stay that 
led to so;)ic place of temporary safety 
aud slide down it, sometimes going 
from one spar to another in this way 
For nearly an hour this impromptu ex 
bibition cen ti lined, ami during ail this 
time the sentries en deck hopped .about 
in excitement, ottering guttural yelps 
which I have no doubt were cries of en­ 
couragement and advice to their friends 
aloft. 
“ At last the big monkeys gave ap the 
chase and came down on deck, where 
they joined tile others, and all sat on 
their haunches, gazing up at the crew 
occasionally showing 
their 
rows < * 
wicked looking teeth, as much as to 
say: ‘All right, my fine fellows. 
You 
stay where you are if you know what's 
good for your health. * 
“ I had been thinking oat a plan to 
recover possession of my ship, and now 
put it in execution. Apes are very fond 
of bananas, aud in my room I had a 
fine bauch that had been green when 
placed on board, but which had ripened 
perfectly since that time. 
It gave me 
something of a heart spasm to part with 
them, but I considered that if the 
scheme worked the sacrifice would not 
be a great one. Bol lashed the wheel to 
keep the ship steady, then brought tho 
fruit from below, carried it forward in 
full view of the apes aud placed it w ith 
in their cage, standing beside the door 
aud carelefesly eating a banana that I 
had broken from the bunoh.

Cezelak, saying that he saw him lying 
dead on the road at Lattimer with a 
bullet in his head. 
Witness saw the 
sheriff draw his revolver and heard it 
snap, aud thou tho shooting commenced. 
The second witness was John MuhaUi, 
at the time of the strike president of the 
Harwood local union of the United 
Mine Workers of America. He told of 
tile meeting where it was agreed to 
march to Lattimer, his counsels of 
peace, aud tile start the next day, all 
the mon being unarmed. 
At West 
Hazelton they were stopped by the sher­ 
iff, who ordered them to dtsp >rsa. 
Ma- 
hala protested that they were breaking 
no law, whereupon one of the deputies 
gripped the American flag he bore a: d 
tore it in halves. 
The sheriff pointed 
his revolver aud threatened to shoot. 
“ Then Burgess Jones, of West Hazel­ 
ton, remonstrated with the sheriff, toy­ 
ing that he could keep the peace with­ 
out using any weapons; that be had 
confidence In as, aud would let us 
march through the streets of his bor­ 
ough as mach as we liked. 
The sheriff 
and his deputies then boarded the cars 
and we marched on toward Lattimer.” 
Rev. Father Richard Ansi, pastor of 
tim St. Stanislaos Polish church, of 
Hazelton, chairman of the prosecuting 
committee, was called to prove that 
many cd the striker* were shot in the 
back. 
Rev. Carl Hauser, pastor of the Lu­ 
theran church at Freeland, said that he 
had examined several aud found all of 
them were shot in the side or back. 
Charles Guscott, priuctp.il of the Lat­ 
timer st hoed. a building about ROO yards 
from the scene of the shooting, said he 
was teaching school when he heard an 
unusual noise and goiug to the window 
he saw the deputies alight from a cor. 
line up to the side of the road aud form 
with rifles ready. 
The strikers were 
rome 300 or JOO yards away. 
They 
were inarching five or six abreast, 
and were quiet and orderly. 
As they drew near the sheriff advanced 
to meet them. 
He did not hear the 
sheriff say anytSnag. nor did he see 
him read any paper* 
One of the depu­ 
ties stepped out of the Hue aud ad­ 
vanced, whereupon (me shonted: "lf 
you do not come back we will shoot you 
too.” 
The fellow jumped hack into the hue 
and almost immediately after the wit­ 
ness heard a shot. It came from the 
left of the Hue of deputies. 
Thou two 
more shots were fired, aud then came 
the volley. 
A> soon as the volley was 
fired the strikers ran in all directions. 
Between the road aud the schoolhouse 
IS men fell, struck down by shots fired 
after tho volley. He saw one man shot 
aud killed while running at full speed 
at a distance of IOO yard.' from the road. 
The shooting continued fur soma two or 
three minutes. The witness did not see 
any of the deputies leave the line and 
run after the strikers to snoot them.

Cast oms In This Particular Have Chanx«d 
R adically--A t th e Present Time the Per 
tonal Inclinations o f Young W om en Are 
Considered. 


Mi** Anna L. Bicknell is an English 
lady who has had most unusual oppor­ 
tunities for studying French life. For a 
n mu I s t of years she was a governess in 
the household of Napoleon III aud re­ 
sided in the Tuileries. For The Century 
Miss Bicknell has written an article on 
"French Wives and Mothers.” Miss 
Bicknell avys: 
The old manage de convenance, which 
caused so much sorrow and consequent 
evil in former days, when a girl was 
taken ont of a convent to be shown tbe 
j man to whom she was about to be m ar­ 
ried, is now a thing of the past. It must 
be acknowledged, however, that mar- 
| riages are still made up, often too has- 
■ lily and superficially, by nicely balanced 
, family arrangements aud by the inter- 
I ventiou of friends. Nevertheless, attrac­ 
tion and repulsion are now taken into 
j consideration, and a girl is no long* r 
forced to marry a man whom she posi­ 
tively dislike*. 
I could quote instances 
j in the very highest (historical) aristoc­ 
racy where, at the last moment, after 
the trousseau had been sent iu (marked, 
according to custom, with the united 
initial letters of the two names elabo­ 
rately embroidered) and all the social 
preparations made, tbe marriage wa* 
broken off because the bride bad de­ 
clared that she could not "get accus­ 
tomed” to the bridegroom nor endure 
the idea of seeing his face in her home 
during her natural life. In one of these 
instances the family lamentations ovor 
the initials of tbe trousseau were really 
amusing. Fortunately a sulffititute was 
soon found whose name, like that of tbe 
rejected suitor, began with an X, and 
tbe complications were thus happily 
settled. 
Tho great object of tho French girl'* 
life is marriage. 
From the time of her 
birth her parents have prepared foi this 
event, and in many case* they have con­ 
siderably straitened their income and 
curtailed their enjoyments to make up 
her dot. Every girl in every class is ex­ 
pected to have something. 
Thoso who 
have nothing are exceptions and consti­ 
tute a minority of old maids. The girls 
who from choice do not marry generally 
become nuns, usually much against the 
witches of their parents. The old tales 
of young women being farced into con­ 
vents to improve the position of their 
brothers are forgotten in these days, 
when, while no child can on any pre­ 
tense be deprived of a share in tbe fa­ 
ther’s inheritance, monastic vows are 
not recognized by law. Nuns and spin­ 
sters are exceptions; marriage is the 
nile. 
When a girl is of age to be introduced 
into society, ber friends and relatives 
immediately look ont for a suitable hus­ 
band, whom it is considered highly de­ 
sirable to obtain before she has reached 
the age of 21, that sho may not be pro­ 
claimed fille majenre when the banns 
are published. The principal considera­ 
tions are equality of birth, of position, 
of fortune, aud in tbe last particular 
the scale is usually expected to weigh 
rather more ou the aide of the young 
lady, especially if the young man, in 
addition to sufficient present advantages, 
can bring forward a number of relatives 
not likely to live long. 
This is calk'd 
having hope* (des esperanoe*—beaucoup 
d ’e*>perancen), lf the youug lady with a 
substantial dot can also show a Hat ^fac­ 
tory background of invalid uncles aud 
aunts, then everything is as it should 
be, and the young people are brought 
together with every prospect of a favor­ 
able conclusion. 
It happens, however, 
too often that they do not know each 
other sufficiently, aud that they are per­ 
suaded to believe that the m utual liking 
is greater than it really is. 
Sometime* 
this sort of undefined attraction ripens 
into a deep and devoted lova 
When 
this occurs, there are no more affection­ 
ate wives or more faithful widows than 
Frenchwomen. 
More frequently, especially iu tile 
higher classes, a sort of cool friendliness 
springs up, where thoy see but little of 
each other, aud freedom is enjoyed on 
both sides. 
Tile authority of tbe hus­ 
band is less felt thou in an English 
household. 
There is a sort of under 
standing that in her home the wife is 
queen and settles m atters as she pleases. 
But their best aud warmest feelings 
are awakened by all th at concerns their 
children. 
French p a m itsa re perhaps 
the most affect iouate in the world. The 
interests and welfare of their children 
are their first consideration, aud won 
derful sacrifices of their own pleasure 
and enjoyment are made in favor of 
their son* and daughters by the most 
worldly men aud women. These are 
taken os a m atter of course; no oue 
thinks of doiug otherwise or at seeing 
any m erit in such acts. 
The mothers especially are unequal­ 
e d .' Nothing will stand in the way of a j 
Frenchwoman where her children’s in- > 
forests are <011 cerned. This love is so 
engrossing that it swallows up every 
other. 
They are more mothers than 
j wives, aud if called upon to choose be­ 
tween allowing a husband to g,* alone j 
on a foreign mission or leaving their * 
children they would not hem f a t e , "Mc* 
enfant* avant font ”

I have had some strange crews in 
my experience, ” said old Captain Ben 
son, “ but the funniest kind of ii ship's 
company that I ever sailed with tv ai 
one of big African apes, and it happen­ 
ed in this way:

HOMEMADE ELECTRICITY. 


Som e S im p le M ethod* by W h ic h It May 
Ile G enerated. 
It has been discovered th at if a steel 
knife and a silver fork be inserted in a 
largo orange an electric current w ill ba 
generated. 
If the end of tho fork and 
the end of tho knife sticking from the 
orango be connected w ith an electric 
m easuring instrum ent, quite a percepti­ 
ble current w ill be found to pass 
The 
same kind cf a battery may be marie by 
substituting a cucum ber for the orange. 
In fact, any acid fruit may be used. 
In order to make a voltaic pile it is 
Duly necessary to procure ten or moro 
pieces of zinc about nu inch square, the 
-ame num ber of pieces of copper aud a 
like num ber of pieces o f paper 
The 
imper should be thoroughly soaked in 
vinegar. 
F irst take a piece of zinc. 
On it 
place a piece of vinegar soaked paper, 
then put on a piece of coppr r, then a 
piece of paper, then another zinc and 
then paper, aud bo on until all the 
pieces of zinc, copper and paper Ii avo 
bern used. 
It is im portant th at a piece 
of zinc should be on one end aud a piece 
of copper on the other. Aft! r the pile is 
completed again soak tho w hole slight­ 
ly in vinegar; then clean it off o u tlie 
outside. 
If the forefinger of one hand I e held 
against one end and the forefinger of 
the other hand be held on the other end 
of the pile, quite a perceptible current 
w ill be felt 
If several persons clast- 
bands and the persons on each end of 
the line touch the voltaic pile, the cu r­ 
rent w ill flow through the bodies of all 
those in position. 
The therm opile is another electrical 
current producer th at may be made in 
any household at a trifling expense. 
The electric current is generated in this 
ease by beat, and anything from a can­ 
dle to a live coal may be usul to pro­ 
duce the heat 
Take a lot of Germ an 
silver and copper w ire and cut it info 
six inch lengths. 
Then take a G erm an 
silver length and a copper length and 
tw ist the ends together. 
You w ill have 
a V shaped arrangem ent of w ire. 
T ahr 
another length of G erm an silver wire 
and tw ist one end of it tig h tly around 
the, copper end of tho V. 
( ontm ue the 
process u n til you have a long succession 
of w hat m ight be called W*s or double 
V s arranged w ith alternate piece© of 
©opp* r aud G erm an silver wire. 
Kow take tv. o large cu rtain rings. 
Bend your string* f w ire lengths until it 
has assum ed the position of a star and 
clam p it between the two curtain rings. 
One cud of the string of w ires should 
be co p |e r aud the otic r G erm an silver, 
Von w ill find when these are clam ped 
between the curtain rings th a t the hi 
tier point© of the star form a sm all cir 
cie in the m iddle of the Hugs.

rings should Le placed on uprights and 
a caudle should be lighted, so th a t the 
flame w ill play 
between the inner

WASinStlTOK, Fob 4,—Th© secretary 
of wjir has telegraph od instructions to 
General Merriam commanding the de- 
pirtm ent of the Columbia to organise 
and Rs'tid an exploring expedition over 
the Copper river route in Alaska for the 
purpose of ascertaining whether a prac­ 
ticable sn in un r mr wiuter route, wholly 
within the territ »ry of the Umteii 
States for mail aud supplies, or for mail 
alone, can be found to the mining reg- 
ions on the Yukon between Forty Mile 
creek aud Circle City. 
The organisa­ 
tion of tile party and the selection of 
officers to command it have been left to 
the judgment of General Merriam. 
In lax! a practicable remjgv can be 
found, instructi on were given to so 
mark it that it could lie follow'd here­ 
after, 
The putty is to take, so far as 
practicable, such supplies as may be 
found to be practicable to relieve. any 
persons in distress that may be encoun­ 
tered. 
The natives of the Copper river 
valley have been reported as aggressive, 
arid the officers in charge will be ex­ 
pected to use their efforts to conciliate 
them. 
The party will be instructed to 
proceed as far as practicable toward Cir­ 
cle City and, if deemed advisable, to 
communicate with the relief ex md it ion 
taking supplies to the Yukon, aud the 
two Harries will co-operate in the work 
of exploration. 
The expedition, proba­ 
bly, will make au entrance by Port 
Valdes, on Prince William sound, un­ 
less it be found flint some other point is 
more advisable.

FRENCH MARRIAGES. 


MATRIMONY THE GREAT OBJECT TO 


ALL GIRLS OF FRANCE. 


Cast nm* In This Fartlcnlar Have Changed 
R adically -Al Ut* Present Time th* Per­ 
sonal Inclinations of l’s m g Women Are 
Considered. 


Miss Anna L. Bicknell is an English 
lady who has had most unusual oppor­ 
tunities for studying French Ufa For a 
ruiiiIh r of years she was a governess in 
the household of napoleon III and re­ 
sided In the Tuileries. For The Century 
Miss Bicknell has written an article on 
"French Wives and Mothers.” Miss 
Bicknell sayst 
The old manage de convenance, which 
caused so much sorrow and consequent 
evil in former days, when a girl was 
taken out of a oonvent to be shown the 
man to whom she was about to be m ar­ 
ried, is now a thing of the past. It must 
be acknowledged, however, that m ar­ 
riages are still made up, often too has­ 
tily and superficially, by nicely balanced 
fam ily arrangements aud by the inter­ 
vention of friends. Nevertheless, attrac­ 
tion aud repulsion are now taken into 
consideration, and a girl is uo long* r 
forced to marry a man whom she jsiei- 
tively dislikes. 
I could quote instance* 
in Die very highest (historical) aristoc­ 
racy where, at tho last moment, after 
the trousseau had been sent in (marked, 
according to custom, with the united 
initial letters of the two names elabo­ 
rately embroidered) and all the social 
preparations made, tho marriage was 
broken off because the bride bad de­ 
clared that she could uot "get accus­ 
tomed” to the bridegroom nor endure 
the idea of seeing his face iu her home 
during her natural life, In one of these 
instances tho family lamentations over 
the initials of tho trousseau were really 
amusing. 
Fortunately a substitute was 
soon fouud whose name, like that of the 
rejected suitor, began with an X, aud 
the complications were thus happily 
settled. 
Tho great object of tho French g irl’s 
life is marriage. 
From the time of lier 
birth her parents have prepared foi this 
event, aud in many cases they have con­ 
siderably straitened their income and 
curtailed their enjoyments to make up 
her dot. Every girl in every class is ex­ 
pected to have something. 
Those who 
have nothing are exceptions aud consti­ 
tute a minority of old maids. The girls 
who from choice do uot marry generally 
become nuns, usually much against the 
wishes of their parents. 
The old tales 
of young women being forced into con­ 
vents to improve tho position of their 
brothers are forgotten in these days, 
wheu, while no child eau on any pre* 
tense be deprived of a share in the fa­ 
ther’s inheritance, monastic vows are 
uot recognized by law. Nuns and spin­ 
sters are exceptions; marriage is the 
rule. 
When a girl is of age to be introduced 
into society, ber friends aud relatives 
immediately look out for a suitable hus­ 
band, whom it is considered highly de­ 
sirable to obtaiu before she has reached 
the age of SI, that sho may not be pro­ 
claimed fille majeure when the banus 
are published. The principal considera­ 
tions ar* equality of birth, of position, 
of fortune, and in the last particular 
th* acale is usually expected to weigh 
rather more ou the side of the young 
lady, especially i t the young man, in 
addition to sufficient present advantages, 
can bring forward a number of relatives 
uot likely to lire long. 
This is called 
having hopes (des esperancea—beaocoup 
d ’esperances). If the youug lady w ith a 
substantial dot can also show a satisfac 
tory background of invalid uncles and 
aunts, then everything is as it should 
be, and the young people axe brought 
together with every prospect of a favor­ 
able conclusion. 
It happens, however, 
too often that they do uot know each 
other sufficiently, and that they aw per­ 
suaded to believe that the mutual liking 
is greater than it really is. 
Sometimes 
this sort of undefined attraction ripens 
into a deep and devoted love. 
Wheu 
this occurs, there are uo more affection­ 
ate wives or more faithful widows than 
Frenchwomen. 
More frequently, especially iu the 
higher classes, a sort of cool friendliness 
springs up, where they see but little of 
each other, and freedom is enjoyed on 
both aides. 
The authority of the hus­ 
band is less felt than in an English 
household. 
There is a sort of under­ 
standing that in her home the wife is 
queen and settles matters as she pleases. 
But their best aud warmest feelings 
are awakened by all that conoerns their 
children. 
French parents are perhaps 
the most affixt iouate in the world. The 
interests aud welfare of their children 
are their first consideration, aud won 
derful sacrifices of their own pleasure 
and enjoyment are made in favor of 
their sous and daughters by the most 
worldly men aud women. These are 
taken as a m atter of course; ho oue 
thinks of doing otherwise or of seeing 
any m erit in such acts. 
The mothers especially are unequal­ 
ed.'" Nothing w ill stand in the way of a : 
Frenchwoman where her children’s in- i 
terests are concerned. This love is so 
engrossing that it swallows up every ; 
other. They are more mothers than 
i wives, aud if called upon to choose be­ 
tween allowing a husband to 
alone * 
on a foreign mission or leaving their > 
children they would not hesitate. "Mea

Sea­ 
son the fish with half the salt and pop 
per. 
Put a generous half of the butter 
in a small saucepan on the fire. When it 
U hot. add the flour and stir till the mix­ 
ture is smooth and frothy. Boil up once 
and stir in the rest of the seasoning. 
Put a layer of the sauce in a small bak­ 
ing dish, alternating w ith the fish, hav­ 
ing sauce on top. Sprinkle over w ith 
the bread crumbs and dot with the rest 
of the butter.

OM A VOYAGE FROM AFRICA THEY 
CAPTURED THE SH.P. 


Drove Alt Iii# C'mt lltrrpllni th# Cap­ 
tain Into th# Kissing—Th# Exr#ptinn 
Was Faint to Their Finns, if Tliry Un«! 
Aajr—A Carful Hunch of Hanson*. 


" I have had some strange crows in 
my experience, ’’ mid old Captain Ben 
•on, "b u t the funniest kind of a ship'# 
company that I ever sailed with was 
one of big African apes, and it kapiton- 
ed in this w ay: 
" I t was during that perils! of the 
lifetime of the great showman P. T. 
Barnaul, when he had his museum on 
lower Broadway in New York city, 
that my vex.*#! was chartered by him to 
go out to Africa and to bring back a 
cargo of wild animals that his agents 
in that country had collected. 
NY*- had 
throe big aud two baby elephants in the
